AN  ACT 

To  appropriate  money  for  the  expenses,  grants,  refunds,  and  distributions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Department  of  Conservation,  and  the  several  divisions  and  programs 
thereof  and  for  the  expenses,  grants,  refunds,  distributions,  and  capital  improvements  projects  involving 
the  repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance  of  state  buildings  and  facilities  of  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  and  the  several  divisions  and  programs  thereof  to  be  expended  only  as  provided  in  Article  IV, 
Section  28  of  the  Constitution  of  Missouri,  and  to  transfer  money  among  certain  funds,  for  the  period 
beginning  July  1,  2013  and  ending  June  30,  2014;  provided  that  no  funds  from  these  sections  shall  be 
expended  for  the  purpose  of  costs  associated  with  the  offices  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Secretary  of  State,  State  Auditor,  State  Treasurer,  or  Attorney  General. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Missouri,  as  follows:

Day  Habilitation  shall  be  based  upon 
the  profile  rates  as  established  by  the  Division. 

The  rebasing  appropriation  under  this  section  shall  be  applied  to  the  lowest  rates  in 
each  of  the  seven  residential  rate  allocation  scores  and  the  two  day  habilitation 
profile  rates  in  order  to  create  minimum  funding  level.  The  minimum  funding  level 
percentage  shall  be  consistent  across  the  seven  residential  rate  allocation  scores  and 
the  two  day  habilitation  profile  rates  and  shall  be  disclosed  to  all  providers  of 
residential  and  day  habilitation  services. 

In  each  subsequent  year,  providers  will  be  paid  standardized  rates  that  are  adjusted 
for  inflation,  subject  to  appropriation,  for  all  new  clients  entering  residential 
services  and  day  habilitation.
